FROM HAIR OF CASHMERE 

GOATS 
There is a 


famous valley in 
the northwestern part of India 
known as the Vale of Kashmir, 
Travelers have spoken of it as 4 
place of youth and health and 
happiness. 

The valley is in Kashmir (also 
spelled “Cashmere”), W here 
shawls of a faimous kind are 
made, Usually the spelling” of 
“Cashmere” is used for the 
shawls and “Kashmir” for the 
country! 

The shawls are 
hair from the backs of Cash 
mere goats. These goats are 
raised both inside and outside of 
the Vale of Kashmir. The hair 
grows to a length of 18 inches, 
and is even longer than the hair 
of Angora goats. 

The straight, silky hair of 
|Cashmere goats is -spun into 
} thread, and then is woven into 
| shawls. Ouly about three ounces 
can be obtained in the shearing 
of a goat. Hair is needed from 
eight or nine goats to make a 
| shawl four feet square,

The Maine Hotelmen’s Associa. | 


tion, which last month resolved 
to encourage Americans to spend 
their vacation time in their own 
country and to discourage them 
from coming to Canada, was 
answered Thursday at a meeting 
in Boston by D. Leo Dolan, direc- 
tor of the Dominion government 
Travel Bureau 

Text 6f Mr. Dolan’s address, 
Which gave the New England 
hotelmen Canada’s open and 
frank opinions on the travel ques- 
tion, _was“received ,by George I. 
Warren, commissioner of the Vic- 
toria and Island Publicity Bureau, 
today. 

“Canada has not instituted a 
prohibition ef pleasure travel-to 
the United States,” Mr. Dolan 
told the hotelkeepers, who had 
expressed the fear they would 
have no Canadian visitors this 
year 

“We have, In effect, said to our 
people they may travel to the 
United States and we will provide 
them with United States currency 
to the amount of $150. This step 
was taken by the Canadian gov. 
ernment, not because we wanted 
to do it; but because we were 
forced, in view of our dollar po- 
sition, to initiate this policy.”

War Book Sheds New Light 
‘On Dieppe Raid Of 1942 


By ROSS MUNRO 

OTTAWA (CP)—New light is 
thrown on a number of aspects 
of the controversial Dieppe. raid | 
of Aug. 19, 1942, in an official 
story of the Canadian army in 
the Second World War to be 
published by the Defence Depart-

Two lengthy chapters of “The 
|Canadian Army 1939-45” written 
by Col. Charles Stacey, director

general staff deal with Dieppe, 
probably the most-hotly debated 
operation of the war. 

Of the 4,963 Canadians. who 
sailed, 56 officers and 851 other 
| ranks were killed, including seven 
| officers and 64 other ranks who 
died in captivity. Prisoners 
itotaled 1,944, of whom 558 were | 
wounded. Only 2211 of the 
} force returned toe Britain and 589 
of these were wounded, but sur- 
vived.
